Syracuss, N. V., March 21.—For some time the 
relatives and the business associates of the late 
Daniel J. Halsted, for many years publisher of 
the Syracuse Courier, have been greatly ex- 
cited over the alleged reappearance of Mr. Hal- 
sted in bodily form before the eves of several 
persons who were associated with him during 
his life. Mr. Haisted died in August last, after 
a long iliness. For several years be bad been 
incapacitated through bodily iofirmities from 
taking a very active part iu the mauagement of 
the business department of the Courier. He was 
for many years proprietor of that journal, 
which he founded during the Douglas 
campaign. He disposed of a controlling inter- 
est in it in 1870, but was retained as business 
manager for several years, and was connected 
witn the business department at the time of his 
death. For ten years previous to his death it 
was known that he had become a convert to 
Spiritualism, and frequent séances were held at 
his nome, principally under the direction of 
John W. Truesdell, a prominent Drdker and an 
acknowledged medium. Mr. Halsted believed 
he frequently received messages from Jonn A. 
Green Jr. and other departed friends through 
Truesdell, and he bada firm faith in the tenets of 
Spiritualism. Some three months ago Mr. 
Charles Meigs, foreman of the Courter com- 
posing-room, was in che act Of passing from the 
com posing- room out into tue ante-room, from 
which stairs lead to the sidewalk, when, as he 
alleges, he 

SAW MR. HALSTED 
standing in the ante- room as natural as life, and 
leaning upon a cane which he always carried in 
his later years. There was a bright light 
burning in the room, and Mr. Meigs asserts 
that he could not possibly bave been de- 
ceived. Mr. Meigs hastily retreated into the 
composing-room, and he says he heard 
the apparition go down stairs, giving vent toa 
laugh soch as Mr. Halsted was accustomed to 
indaigein during his life. Mr. Meigs related 
what he had seen to several persons connected 
with the Courter, who laughed at hisstory. He 
was, however, most emphatic in his deciarations 
and protestations of sincerity, and could not be 
shaken in hie belief that be tad seen Mr. Hal- 
sted.

It was uot mere resent- 
ment at Grant’s defeat which prompted him 
to go into the low business of defaming the 
dead President, but his love for Rosecrans, 
His relations with Rosecrans must be very 
peculiar if attachment to that ex-officer and 
regret at his military failure induced him to 
defile Garfield’s grave. It is more plausible 
to think that Billy Brown, hitherto un- 
known to fame, but yearning for noto- 
riety, adopted the disreputable means of 
81 ring the martyred President in order to 
get his own name before the public. The 
method he employed gives color to this 
theory. He suppressed his name in the 
original communication, and allowed the 
eountry, through a false description of the 
writer which the Washington Post (Dem.) 
printed at the time it published the letter, to 
give the impression that the attack on Gar- 
field emanated from some person of im- 
portanee. It was this theory which gave the 
matter prominence and attracted the atten- 
tion of the press generally. After this had 
been accomplished, Billy Brown revealed his 
identity, and at onee the sensation subsides 
in the insignificance of its origin. 
ae 

Turm is the best reason for saying that 
Senator Teller, of Colorado, will soon be 
nominated to be Secretary of the Interior. 
Old Sam Kirkwood, the War Governor of 
Iowa, is to be turned out in the cold. Teller 
is an alert and rather pert gentleman, Who 
had the good fortune to emigrate to Colo- 
rado shortly befare the office of Senator of 
the United States became vacant. There are 
twe reasons why it is deemed wise by the 
Acting President to take him into the Cabinet; 
first, he is a Stalwart, having been a Grant 
man in 1880; and, secondly, his admission to 
the Cabinet would leave a vacancy in the 
Senate which it 1s believed either Chaffee or 
Routt, both friends of Gen. Grant, would oc- 
cupy. Teller would make a fair Secretary 
of the Interior. He is industrious and in- 
telligent, knows. some law, and has positive 
convictions in relation to the Indian ques- 
tion. The friends of the Poncas will not get 
much satisfaction out of his administration. 
It is difficult to say as yet, however, why 
Gov. Kirkwood, who resigned a seat in the 
Senate to take office under Garfield, should 
be dismissed in this summary fashion. His 
integrity is, as that of Cesar’s wife should 
have been but was not, above suspicion.

HooKER’s speech in opposition to the Chi- 
nese bill has developed the existence of a 
compact Democratic minority in favor of a 
cheap labor. Hooker is a Mississippi member 
who lost an arm in fighting for slavery. He 


naturally has rather low ideas of the dignity 


of labor. He had a good deal to say about 
planting the standard of the Cross in foreign 
lands, but his argument in this regard was 
well understood to be mere buncombe. He 
was speaking in behalf of the Southern 
planters, who believe that Chinese labor may 
soon be a convenlent substitute for negro 
labor. Ellis, of Louisiana, is even more out- 
spoken in favorof Chinese immigration to 
the Southern States. He says the South must 
have Chinese; that it has certain kinds of 
work which neither white men nor 
negroes can do; and that the Chinese 
will be the salvation of that . country. 
These Southern Representatives are prepared 
to vote for servile labor of any kind, whether 
it be white, black, or yellow. It remains to 
be seen how far the Northern sentimentalists 
can reconcile their opposition to the bill with 
the support which they are receiving from 
this unwelcome quarter. The arguments 
made against the bill, both by Northern and 
Southern men, when carefully analyzed, will 
be found to apply to any restriction of immi- 
eration, All that is said concerning the 
sacredness of Christian missions, the invio- 
lability of treaty obligations, and the genius 
of our institutions, can be urged as well 
against the suspension of immigration for 
ten years as against the Senate bill.- But the 
opposition speakers, almost without excep- 
tion, declare their willingness to Vote for a 
ten-year bill. A definition of suspension“ 
and “ prohibition ’’ coming from them would 
be interesting and instructive. If suspension 
means to stop for ten years, and prohibition 
to stop for twenty years, it is time the coun- 
try was informed of the fact.

In the meantime the dealers have 
become a political power, They now dety 
the people of Ohio to assess them or their 
traffic by imposing a $200 tax, As in Ohio.

sellers threaten and successfully bully the 


City Council and the Mayor, They defy the 
city to impose more, than $52a year on a 
saloon, and next year will be able, with a 
Couneil elected by saloonkeepers, to repeal! 
the present license fee or reduce it one-half. 
In Ohio political parties are paralyzed in 
the presence of the saloonkeepers, and in 
Chicago the paralysis is just as effectual. 
Keeping saloon, dealing out poison to men 
and thereby leading them to spend their 
whole earnings for drink, is becoming the 
most profitable of trades. It pays better 
than work; it is more prosperous than labor; 
it not only gathers wealth, but political 
power. How long will the people of this 
city submit to this iniquity and disgrace ? 
— — 
THE MISSISSIPPI FLOOD AND THE LEVEES. 


The pfevailing flood aloug the Lower Mis-* 


sissippi eertainly demonstrates that the 
levees already constructed were utterly 
inefficient, and a parity of reasoning war- 
rants the conclusion that an uninterrupted 
succession of similar levees along the entire 
length of the river and up its affluents would 
similarly have failed to protect the lowlands 
trem overflow. A break in places would 
ha ve been as likely if there were levees along 
the whole Une ot the river as it was in the 
places where levees actually stood—in fact, 
more likely to happen because the confine- 
ment of a tremendous body of water within a 
narrow channel between two high banks for 
a distance of a thousand miles would give 
the flow of the water much greater force, 
and the increased hydraulic pressure would 
be all the harder to resist. 1 

There are signs that the people of the South 
are beginning to change r opinions in re- 
gard to the levee project. They are more 
anxious than ever that the National Govern- 
ment should provide them with protection 
against the flood, but they are by no means 
so certain that the embankment system is 
the true solution of the problem. Even the 
prospective expenditure. of $50,000,000 or 
$100,000,000 of Government money among 
local contractors and the partial distribution 
of some such sum among the inhabitants of 
the South are not as attractive conditions 
now that it is proved that periodical inunda- 
tion will be the penalty for adopting that 
system. A recent number of ‘icksburg 
(Miss.) Herald prints an article virtually 
admitting that the levee system is a failure, 
in the course of which it says: 


Tnis is the most important question for resi- 
dents of the Mississippi Valley. If thesystem of 
keeping out the water of the Mississippi River 
by embankments is a failure, or a partial fail- 
ure, the sooner it is abandoned and an effective 
system adopted the better. Already the levee 
boards are making estimates of the cost of re- 
pairing. the crevasses@and strengthening, the 
levees, and hundreds of thousands of dollars are 

ut down with the utmost ponchalance—bun- 
Jreda of thousands of dollars that will have to 
be paid by the people and absolutely thrown Into 
the floods if the levee system is a failure. Our 
experience and observation induce us to say 
thas the systemis not the most effectual one 
that can be adopted, though it is by all odds the 
most expensive. The levee boards, the engi- 
neers, the contractors, and all the ngers-on 
will at once say the remedy is good, if enough is 
applied. That is extremely doubtful. No com- 
mwJnity, no county, no levee board, no State has 
yet been abie to apply enough of it, and we 
doubt the ability of the Uni States Goveru- 
ment to erect embankments sufficiently large to 
restrain the oceans of water that wus al times 
eacape through the Mississippi Vailey. The 
levee advocates will say, Mississippi must * 
the * —＋ up because other States will doi 
and throw all water ou Mississippi if she does 
not keep up her levees. Before the recent floods 
it was n common boast of levee men in Missis- 
sippi that ogee 444 was safe, because her 
levees were so much better than those in Arkan- 
sas and Louisiana-—the latter would give way 
and relieve the pressure on the Mississippi 
levees. So much had been spent on our levees 
we placed some confidence in their assertions, 
but the result proves they were vain. The Mis- 
siesippi levees, like ali the balance, are only et- 
fective barriers against low water. 


Testimony is increasing on all sides to 
show that levees cannot be relied upon to 
avert ah overflow. The New York Sun 
prints a long statement made by the Che- 
valier Ernst von Hesse-W artegg, of Austria, 
a distinguished traveler and engineer, who 
has given the subject much thought. He 
believes thoroughly in “ the outlet system as 
the solution of the problem of preventing 
such catastrophes in the future.“ He shows 
that the Mississippi: River has straightened 
itself out during the past 150 years so as to 
reduce the distance between Cairo and New 
Orleans from 1,215 miles to 975 miles, and in- 
sists that nature ought to be assisted in this 
work. He estimates that the rainfall in the 
watershed of the river would make a lake 
400 miles long, forty miles wide, and 160 feet 
deep, sufficient to eover the whole of the 
State of Louisiana, and that if there were no 
absorption by the soil and no evaporation 
it would take the present bed of the Missis- 
sippi three years to carry it off. Means for 
carrying off the surplus water, not for dam- 
ming it up and thus giving it greater power 
for destruction, is the proper remedy. In- 
deed, an intelligent foreigner, unfamiliar 
with the schemes of contractors and the 
greed of sections to secure huge Government 
appropriations, cannot understand how an 
expenditure of $100, 000,000 can even be con- 
templated for the erection of a system of 
levees which have already proved to be ut- 
terly insufficient wherever they have been 
provided. 

A correspondent of the New York Herald, 
writing from Arkansas City, has interviewed 
some old river Captains of large experience 
and observation. ‘Either the river banks as 
they exist must be protected from abrasion,” 
said one of them, “or else the levees must 
set so far back as to preclude the possibility 
of their ever being destroyed; and in doing 
that, all the farms and plantations would 
have to be sacrificed by having to construct 
the embankments at their rear instead of 
along their river-front. The way to pro- 
tect the river-banks from abrasion is to 
straighten out the channel and provide Ad- 
ditional outiets to the Gulf for the flood 
waters. But the speaker was right in saying 
that room is what the Mississippi wants, 
and room it will have in spite of all the theo- 
rizing of the so-called scientific men,” and 
that henee, to make levees serve the end, 
they should be located from one to three 
miles back from theriver in order that, in 
time of flood, the waters will have room 
enough between the banks to flow along to 
the sea without beating in fury for a side 
opening. But the location of levees 80 far 
apart would require the abandonment: of 
large tracts of the most Valuable plantation 
lands, and the people of that section would 
probably prefer that the levee system should 
be abandoned in favor of the natural outlet 
system. 

The Memphis Avalanche of Saturday 
prints extracts from a German work show- 
ing how the Chinese proceeded, more than 
4,000 years ago (2300 B. C.), to protect their 
country from the overflow of the great riv- 
ers, The gist of the story is told in the fol- 
i paragraph : | 
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If the Chinese discovered over 4,000 years 
ago that the true system of relief from floods 
was to provide for carrying off the waters 
which pour down from highlands into the 
valley rivers, certainty the Americans of to- 
day cannot afford to ignore the experience of 
ages to indulge in the folly of squandering 
$100,000,000 upon unvatural methods, And 
yet an appropriation of nearly $7,000,000 has 
already been reported favorably to the Ilouse 
of Representatives to begin the work of con- 
structing a National system of levees!

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THE Send INVESTIGATION. 
The Shipherd investigation divides itself 
readily into four parts. There are no prin- 
ciples or matters of public policy in question, 
but there are four persons who have been 
hauled into court by the resolutions of Con- 


gress. | 
The first person is Shipherd himself. He 


is a unique figure in our history. Combining 
some of the qualities of Montaque Tigg and 
Col. Sellers, he has not the dash of the one 
nor the humor of the other. A decayed 
preacher, an expleded financier, an “at- 
torney without legal education or prac- 
tice, Shipherd has exhibited the daring 
imagination and serene impudence of 
a great international character, He has mo4- 
estly put himself forward as the attorney of 
a person or persons unknown. But he was 
an attorney with power to act. He distrib- 
uted stock whieh pad not been issued or en- 
graved. He corresponded freely with a Sen- 
ator of the United States, the Secretary of 
State, and a Minister Plenipotentiary, He 
assumed at all times the right to act for the 
mythical Peruvian Company which he pre- 
tended to represent, and, so far as the records 
go, he did not refer any of his acts to a 
higher power for approval. 

Shipherd’s plan was the product of a dis- 
eased imagination, He proposed to elap a 
mortgage of $900,000,000 on a population con- 
siderably less than that of the State of LIli- 
nois in numbers, and composed almost wholly 
of Spaniards and half-breeds, A thriftless, 
idle, impoverished people were to be pledged 
by him to pay a debt, including other obliga- 
tions, half as large as that of the United 
States. 

The population of Peru is poorin resources 
and in character, and it includes less than 
one-sixteenth as manyin numbers as the 
population of the United States. The Peru- 
vians are half-clothed and half-fed; their 
principal cities have been pillaged; a vast 
indemnity is now demanded of them; they 
are aconquered people; their richest prov- 
ince is to be taken from them. Yet Shipherd 
proposed, under these circumstances, to set 
up and enforce against them a elaim for 
$900,000,000. Col. Sellers’ scheme for selling 
eyewater to the people of Asia at $1 per hot- 
tle was not more extravagant and crazy than 
this. 

The next person called into court is 
Stephen Hurlbut, of Boone County, Ulinois. 
Having a lively recollection of certain cot- 
ton permits whieh.Gen. Hurlbut granted 
during the War,and which the Supreme 
Court has lately adjudged to have been im- 
properly issued, we do not regard it as neces- 
sary to defend his whole public career. But 
it would be unjust to believe anything 
against him on the unsupported testimony 
of an avowed corruptionist and confidence- 
man. Shipherd exhibited a very low opinion 
of his own character when he took it for 
granted that proof of interviews with him 
on the part of any public man would be ac- 
cepted as convincing evidence of guilt. A 
fool may ask a question wich a wise man 
cannot answer, anda rogue may obtain an 
interview with an officer bf the United 
States, from the President down. Hurlbut 
has enough to answer for. He should not 
be presumed to be guilty merely because he 
has been unfortunate enough to know Ship- 
herd. 

The third person brought into this inves- 
tigation is Senator Blair, of New Hampshire. 
He is the only one yet who has been putin 
an awkward position. It may be found, 


when all the facts are developed, that Blair 


was, as Shipherd says he was, the attorney 
for the Peruvian Company, that he accepted 
a large assignment of stock, and that he used 
his influence with Secretary Blaine and 
others to promote the interests of Shipherd. 
Blair seems to have had the average New 
Hampshire eagerness to get rich. He is the 
lineal successor of James W. Patterson, pre- 
cisely as Dawes occupies the seat of Daniel 
Webster, and Hoar the seat of Charles Sum- 
ner, and Ingalls thé seat of Subsidy Pomeroy. 
Blair is anxious about the cause of teetotal 
coercive prohibition, but not*mere anxious 
on this account than he is to see that the 
products of the guano islands are distributed 
where they will do the most good. He did 
not inform Secretary Blaine or anybody 
else, when he introduced Shipherd, that he 
(Blair) was acting as an attorney. But the 
evidence to this effect is believed to be irref- 
ragable. 


The fourth person whom it has been sought 


to involve in this investigation is Secretary 
Blaine himself. The prosecution has adduced 
the astounding fact that he condescended to 
have several interviews with Shipherd. If it 
could be proved that at this time the Secre- 
tary knew who and what Shipherd was, this 
would be damaging testimony, for no man 
oceupying the position of Secretary of State 
would admit an operator of Shipherd’s char- 
acter to his office, much less to his house. 
But Shipherd, fortunately for his purposes, 
was at that time unknown. Blaine only 
knew him as a friend of a Senator of the 
United States—a Senator, by the way, who 
is supposed to be one’ of the most utterly 
good persons in public life. Blaine there- 
fore received him, spoke with him, fully 
comprehended his plans, and finally caused 
his name to be stricken off from the. list of 
attorneys who are permitted to come into 
the State Department. This was done on 
the representation of Huribut that Shipherd 
had attempted to bribe him. The animus of 
Shipherd against both Blaine and Huribut 
may appear from these facts. The testimony 
of the witness, unless it shall be supported. 
will not be of much importance either to the 
committee or to the country.

LIQUOR TRAFFIC IN THE UNION. 

The tollowing is an official report of the 
number of persons in the United States en- 
gaged in the distillation and the sale of 


liquor, the number of gallons produced, and 


tus ratie of retail dealers to the Whole popu- 
lation of the United States, computed to the 
first of July, 1881, by the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue: 
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The whole number of grain distillers was 
1,240: of fruit distillers 3,968: the product of 
the fruit distillers being only 1,702,000 gal- 
lons. The point of most interest, however, 
is the number of retail dealers in whisky, so 
far as they are known to and have cbtained 
licenses from the Government to sell. The 
whole number fs 170,640, and the average, ex- 
cluding the Territories, is one saloon to each 
300 of the population, men, women, and chig- 
dren. In IIlinois the average is much great- 
er. In this State the proportion is one saloon 
to each 267 inhabitants. We have no 
means of ascertaining how many of these 
saloons in this State are in Chicago; 
the Internal Revenue Collectors keep 
their accounts by districts. District No. 1 
includes Cook, Du Page, and Lake Coun- 
ties, and this district a year ago issued 
licenses to about 4,900, which left about 6,500 
to all the rest of the State. We belleve last 
year the number of retail saloon licenses 
issued by the City of Chicago was 3,500, 
leaving 1,500 to be aecounted for in the other 
parts of the distriet or not found by the city 
authorities. 

Nevertheless, supposing that the United 
States officers discover all the retail dealers 
of whisky, the number in the State is suffi- 
ciently large to be appalling. The popula- 
tion of the three counties in the First Reve- 
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These figures were for one year ago, and 
the subsequent increase in the number of 
saloons Has kept step with that in popula- 
tion. This district includes twe rural coun- 
Wes, without cities; it also includes several 
towns in this county where saloons are pro- 
hibited. Nevertheless, there is a saloon for 
every 180 of the population. Exciud the 
children and the women, who presun#bly do 
not visit saloons, and the temperance, re- 
ligious, and total abstinence men whe do 
not patronize drinkma-houses, it will be 
seen how small is the number of constituents 
by whom these establishments are supported. 
The profits on the traflic are so enormous 
that an average custom of twenty-five per- 
sons enables these 5,000 saloons to support 
and enrieh the proprietors. 

In Ohio the case is even worse than in IIli- 
nois. - With almost the same population, 
Ohio maintains nearly 3,000 more saloons; 
and yet the “temperance” sentiment of 
that State, with severe prohibitory laws, re- 
fuses to tax the sale of liquor because it is 
“sinful and ungodly,” and allows liquor to 
be sold free of all tax and ofall restraint. In 
prohibitory Ohio there is a saloon to each 223 
inhabitants. Even in the fiercely 
State of Maine there are 820 retail dealers in 
spirits, or one to each 791 of the popu! 
The table con much that is worthy of 
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attended similar labors on the Slope dur- 
ing the past thirty years. Meanwhile the 
laboring classes could be safely left to settle 
matters with the philanthropic politicians who 
introdaced the ies. Mr, Page’s amend- 
ment, however, would not be complete with- 
out including Mr. Taylor’s Ashtabula dis 
trict. As Mr. Taylor is a professional phi- 
lanthropist of equal fervor with Senator 
Hoar and others from Massachusetts, let his 
district be made a Chinese catch-basin and 
have several thousand Mongolian serfs also. 
The position assumed by the citizens of Call- 
fornia that Congress has no right te commit 
a nuisance upou their territory against their 
unanimous protest is well taken. It Con- 
gress intends to commit this coolie nulsauce, 
let it be upon communities like Boston 
and Ashtabula that desire to have the nut- 
sance. If Boston and the Ashtabula people 
or any other community want Chinese serf4, 
let them get them to their hearts’ content, 
but Congress has no right to dump them into 
places that don’t want them.

CHINA. 
COMMODORE SHUFELDT GIVES THE CHINESE 
UP AS A BAD Tor. 

San Francisco, Cal., March 21.—-The Bul- 
letin publishes an interesting letter from 
Commodore R. W. Shufeldt to the Hon. A. 
A. Sargent giving the result of his observa- 
tions on China. He sums up that there is no 
use to attempt to put diplomatic intercourse 
with China on high moral ground, or te ap- 
peal to any of the motives which ordinarily 
govern nations. Ineradieable hatred of for- 
eigners exists. Sympathy will’ be coustrued 
as weakness. If justice is done China i 
must be for itsown sake, without hope of 
appreciation. If exacted, it must be unre- 
lentingly. Show of force is the 
only argument. appreciated in China, 
which is especially antagonistic to 
our form of government. This is exempli- 
fied in the treatment of the returned Chinese 
students. He holds that, notwithstanding 
the possession of some formidable ships and 
improved weapons, China, owing mainly to 
the character of the people and the gross 
abuse and corruption pervading all oflicial 
circles, has no real aggressive military or 
naval strength; that there is and can be no 
affinity between the people of the United 
States and China; that the Government of 
the United States, as the Governments of 
Europe, should insist upon its rights in 
China, conceding no more than is granted, 
and trusting no more than it is trusted; that 
there never can. be any intimate political or 
commeteial relations between them existing 
upon a basiaguch as the United States may 
demand. letter concludes: I address 
this letter to fou, because I remember that 
you were an earnest opponent of unlimited 
Chinese immigration into the United States, 
both as a Senator and citizen of your State, 
although at that time I did not fully concur 
with you.” '

HINMAN VS. HARE. 
THE DEPOSITION OF WILLIAM CLEVELAND.

as made through ber husband, Mr. Cieveiand. It 
was to the effect that Mr. Hinman followed her on 
one Occasion, seized ber, and kissed her in the 
pantry in the dark about six times. She remon- 
strated, saying, “‘ What would your wife say if 
she knew this?” She thought he replied that he 
loved ber as much as his wite. She did not tell 
of this at the time for reasons her own, but 
was much alarmed and distur ent re- 
membered that bis wife traveled with Mr. Hin- 
man. It was his impression it was befere the 
pantry incideat. 

There was a tir ln the court-room after the 
close of the reading, when 
BISHOP HARE WAS SUMMONED TO THY STAND 
by bis counsel and sworn. In he course of the 
eXamination the Bishop flatly denied many ot 
the stutements made by Hinman. In reference 
to the story of the engagemeat of Mr. Hinman 
aud Miss Kerback, the witness testitied that in 
the fall of 1877 be was sick m Hinman’'s 
house.’ Plaintiff?’ sought him in his chum- 
ber, ena sad he came to justify 
Miss Kerback, who had a grietance, but 
that be had denied he was engaged to her. Mra. 
West, who was present, said: * You don't mean 
to say you are engaged tober?” And Mr. Hin- 
man again said 

HE HAD COME TO “JUSTIFY” HER, 
Witness was confident as to the word used, and 
Hinman would employ no other. Previously 
Miss Kerback told witness sue was engnged to 
Mr. Hinman. Thie anewer was stricken out. He 
gave advice to Miss Kerbaek about the reputed 
engugement. Miss herback sald to him in De- 
cember, 1878, that a sermon of witness bad 
seemed to be directed at her, and made her 
very unhappy, and she felt very guilty. She 
then cove ber face with hor hands and asked 
whether she could confide in witness. 

Here, as witness was about to testify, counsel 
for plaintif® objected on the ground that by 
statute 

SUCH CONFIDENCES WERE SACRED, 
and the revelation of them was not permitted, 
It was not until Miss Kerback removed an in- 
how? ga to secrecy that the witness could, 
testify, 

Counsel for the defendant said no such in- 
junction to secrecy bad ocen im da. 

The Court, however, exciaded the testimony, 
and the defendant then went on to testify that 
Miss Kerback subsequently reduced to writmg 
her confession, and he further ideatitied the affi- 
davit. Miss Kerback’'s communication was 
made in the confidence cxisting between a 
pastor and one of his flock. Miss Kerback, 
bowever, authorized him to communicate the 
matter of her confession to Mr. Hinman. He 
did communivate it to Mr. Hinman in March. 

Mr. Nas at this point read from Miss K erback’s 
statement an allegation that Hinman cume into 
her room suddenly one night, turned off the 
light, and assaulted ber. She did not scream, as 
it was useless. Mr. Hinman cajoled her with

IMMIGRATION, 
LARGE ARRIVALS.

New rom. March 21.—The immigration of 
Italians is greater than ever before known. 
Since Sunday last 1,670 bave landed bere, and 
large numbers are on their way bere, Of other 
nationalities now arriving the German takes 
the lead. Since Jao. 1 nearly all of this ciass 
have been farmers with means. There is every 
prospect that, unprecedentedly large as the 
grand total of immigration was last year, it will 
be eclipsed by the figures of 1882.

The HRallroad Question in Its Widest 


Aspects. 7 
Special Correspondence of .The Chieago Tribune. 
ALTOONA, Pu., March 20.—The conviction is 
gaining ground among business men of all 
classes that no question now before the country 
deserves closer study and a more speedy settle- 
ment than that relating to the control and man- 
agement of our railroads. The frequent and 
disastrous struggles for ascendancy between 
rival railroad lines are looked upon as proof 
that their present management is incapable of 
directing their pooderous machinery, and 
among the best informed and most enlightened 
geutiemen in railrvad circles whom Tas Txis- 
UNE correspondent has interviewed upon the 
subject, the confession is quite frankly made 
that such is the case. There are business men 
who delight in war,“ who find considerable 
satisfaction in searing freignt-agepts into 
low rates, and who feel content with their 
exploit until they ascertain that their com- 
petition has frightened a rival road into 
still greater concessions. Men who consider 
themselves “sharp” may enjoy the fre- 
queut recurrence of a period of “cuttmg 
of rates,” but iutelligent and fa ing mer- 
chants very justly depiore and a remedy 
for a state of affairs which, brings an additional 
element of uncertainty into business which, iu 
mauy brancaes, has become too muvh like gam- 
biing without it, There cao be po satisfaction 
in knowing that the railroads are losing money 
at one time, when it is well known that in times 
of peace they will recover all their losses with 
pretty high interest It beleved, 
therefore, that in the business munity at 
large there is a very strong teeling against 
coutinuance of the present system. As it now 
is any irresponsible freigut agent at a competi- 
tive point may. by losing his head, piunge trunk 
lines into a war that may cost the shareholders 
millions of 4@ars, and unsettle business for 
many months. True, as yet, under the mg 
system, the contracting trunk lines have invari- 
ably patched up their agreements after much 
bagyling and ex pense, and for a time all is quiet. 
The managers vf the rival lines industriously 
prepare for war iu time of peace; and as soon a3 
one has come to the conclusion that be can go 
into a tight with the prospect of be burt less 
tuun the rest, be begins to cut rates; frst quiet- 
ly, then openly, and a general scramble fora 
larger share than has beea heid betore begins. 
The arguments made before the Railroad Ad- 
visory Commission in New York, Philadeiphia, 
Baltimore and elsewhere, to bear evidence fur 
the establishment of the most equitable basis 
fur pooling the east-bound freignts of the 
trunk lines show how conflicting the claims are, 
ano upon what a diderent Dusis au adjustment is 
called for. Some urge that distance from ship- 
ing polut to point of destination should form a 
asia: others contend that grades, terminals, 
shipping and cowmercial faciliiies should be 
deciding factors; while others claim that the 
cost of transportation alone should settie bow 
moch of the traffic a roud is entitled to. Thus, 
one party says, the lines running into Baltimore 
aud Phiiadeiphia have great advaoteges in the 
matter of a lower cost of fuel, and they have, 
therefore, 80 much more ting strength. 
Against this a New York road will urge that, 
while this was true at one time, recent connee- 
tions bave enabied it to obtain coal cheaper, and 
therefore it ean meet its competitors 
on their own ground and contend suc- 
cessfully for more traffic. It this is not con- 
ceded peacefuily, it will prove its ability to take 
what itasks for. It is urgedin bebalf of the 
present system of pooling that defects in organ- 
ization and limited scope have caused a tem- 
porary tailure, and that the system is capable of 
dealing successfully with many of the existing 
evils. It is boped that, toe agreement which is 
now being slowly reached will be made in such a 
manner that past experience will guide in mod- 
ifying details, so as to avoid some of the dangers 
of sudden conflicts. There are many. bowever, 


‘who do not look for much improvement iu that 


quarter, and who urge that some internal power 
spould be evoked, eitner to take entire charge 
of the regulation of competitive traffic, or to de- 
vise measures to give fuller authority to volun- 
tary agreements. 

‘The Government bas been naturally looked to, 
and, wulle public opinion is decidedly adverse to 
the exercise of power from that quarter, the 
tuct that it is the only source frum which legis- 
lation that will effectually guard public interests 
can flow. bas indiced many to view favorabiy 
the proposition to make the regulauon of raii- 
read trafic the subject of Government investiga- 
don and action. Let it be assumed, for the sake 
of argument, that the eviis connected with the 
railroad system of the United States which in- 
juriousiy affect the public interests are of such 
magnitude jas to demand Goveromental inter- 
ference. The question arises whether the good 
results of suca interference would more than 
counterbalauce the administrative difficulties. 
It nas béen sugrested that the Government as- 
sume the funcdons which pools have bitherto 
exercised. But the determination of both the 
absolute and the relative rate would in many 
ways subject the Government to responsibility 
for the condition of the commercial interests of 
sections and localities as well as of the whole 
country. The Government would be compelied 
to set territorial limits to the traffic operations 
of rival roads. 

Some of the advocates of a continuance of the 
present state of affairs have, on the other hand, 
pretended to understand the present movement 
in favor of Goverameutal regulation to aim at 
a complete trausfer to the Government of our 
whole railroad system in some such Manner as 
that contemplated and partially carried out in 
a tew European countries. They take much 
pains to show the absurdity of sucha move- 
ment, probably in the expectation of creating a 

rejudice Against any interference whatever. 
Public epinion will not take that course. It is, 
on the contrary, opposed on geveral grounds to 
such interference; but itis believed the move- 
ment now du footin that direction has the sup- 
port of many thoughtful men, and is at least de- 
serving of careful consideration,

as responsible, except to a very limited ex- 
tent.”

Some one sug- 
gested that be ought to be able to sleep on 
news like that, but Gaius, noticing bow iow his 
candle was getting, brought the conversation to 
a close by turning to his table aud gomg ou with 
his copying. He is not likely to fuily appreciate 
the fact that be is not to stretch bemp until 
such time as the papers arrive and ne is fully 
assured of the commutation of bis senteace.

PASTOR VS. LAYMAN. 


The Trouble in the Leavitt Street Cone 
gregatienesl Church. 

The dissensions in the Leavitt Street Congre- 
gation Church wil be reopened this evening, 
whens the advisory committee appointed two 
weeks agoto hear evidence on the charges pre- 
sented against Mr. F. T. Rossiter will present 
their report on the evidehce heard, and the con- 
gregation will be expected to maxea final de- 
cision.

The decision of Judge Gardner Monday morn- 
ing that certificates of membership in the Board 
of Trade are property and liable to seizure un- 
der execution has created some stir among 
members of the board, and bids fair to create 
much more. Yesterday three suits were begun, 
all based on this decision, to get at member- 
ships owned by debtors who will not pay up. 

first was Charles B. Cleveland against 
George B. Johnston and the Board of Trade, 
and sets out that in December, 1879, the Firat 
National Bank recovered a judgment of $1,146 
against Joboston, which bas not been paid, and 
which is now owned by complainant. Johnston 
owns certificate No. 1,917 of membership 
on the Board of Trade, which certificate has a 
market value of about $4,000. It can be hy- 
pothecated and forfeited’ or transferred from 
one person to another. It is further charged that 
Johnston is a dealer on the board, and from time 
to time becomes indebted to his fellow-mem bers, 
so that he is liable to incumber his membership 
and impair or destroy its market value. Com- 
pilainant therefore wants an injunction to pre- 
vent the assignment of the certificate, and the 
appointment of a ver to whom 
the certificate shall be assigned pending 
the litigation. The second suit 
Coaries C. Stowell against George E. 
Albert H. Barker, and the Chicago 
Trade on a judgment for $810, sets up similar 
facts, and asks for the same relief. third 
suit was by C. C. Cleveland against W. B. Keen 
E. W. Keen, and W. B. Keen Jr., and is based 
on a judgment for $4,081, originally recovered 
in October, 1879, by Crosby. These are 
only ap earnest of what is coming, as there are 
about ten more suits of a similar character pre-

AMUSEMENTS. 


“A Masked Ball’ at Haverly’s Theatre. 
It was what is generally called an “of” night 
at Haverly’s Theatre last night, owing to the 
fact that tne leading lady of the company was 
not on or “in” the cast. The result was a 
light attendance. Verdi's * Un Ballo in Mas- 
chera’’ served as the medium of introducing 
several new singers to the audience. There is a 
curious sort of a histury connected with this 
opera, the libretto of which was furnished by 
Seribe. Originally the plot dealt with the assasi- 
nation ot Gustavus III. of Sweden by An- 
karstrOm at a masked ball in Stockholm. 
Verdi removed the scene to Naples, 
and after its first performance in the latter 
city the censor prohibiced its further rendicon. 
Afterwards Verdi took it to Rome, and there the 
censors commanded the composer to make some 
changes. He did vo with a vengeance. The 
seene was transported across the sea; the time 
moved back a century and the action went onia 
the Puritanic State of Massachusetts, the name 
of the chief character being changed to Zarit of 
Warwick, Duke of Boston! In the Strakosch 
version we have again gone back to the Neapol- 
itan scene. Riccardo is in love with the wife of 
bis secretary, Renato. He visits a negro sorceress, 
Uliriea, disguised, and while there overhears ~ 
Amelia confess her love for himself. She is sent 
toa place of skulls” to gather a certain herb, 
and is there met by Ricardo, and caught by the 
husband, who has visited the place to warn. the 
Count of a conspiracy against him. The out- 
raged secretary joins the conspiracy and kills 
bis master at a ball. ; 
The performance last night was an uneven 
one, and by no means satisfactory. Yet it had 
many commendable features. ‘The honors were 
accorded to Sig. Glannaini, who made his first 
appearance in this city in the role of Riccardo. 
Sig. Giannini has a strong tenor voice of 
great power in the upper notes, and capaple of 
excellent effects. Ia general his phrasing is ad- 
mirable, and bs both sings and acts witn spirit 
and energy. In soft passages his tone: lack 
sweetness and purity, and there is at times a 
tendency to the use of the unpleasaut vibrato. 
But on the whole Sig. Giannini is a good tenor 
robusto, using his voice with skill, even if a 
little overanxious to display its full volume. 
In the solo Mi fa ridere in the second act, 
with the subsequent quartet and chorus and in 
the duet with Amelia in the third 
act, he succeeded in awakening con- 
siderabie enthusiasm, and made a 
favorable impression. Mlle. Leshino is a strong 
dramatic soprano. The wide range of the music 
of her part tested her voice severely, and dis- 
played its unevenress. The lady isa good act- 
reas. Her voice is especially powerful in the 
higher and medium notes. In the lower tones it 
is decidediy weak and throary, nor does it ap- 
pear to be susceptible of much shading. Sig. 


Ciapioi was generally inaudible. His appearance” 


is prepossessing, but his voice is weak and un- 
certain. Therest of the cast call for no especial 
comment. The chorus consists of thirteen male 
voices and ten female—au entirely inadequate 
number, even if all couid sing—which is doubt- 
ful. For tonight II Flaute Magico”’ is an- 
nounced, with Mme. Eteika Gerster as Astrifa- 
mente. 


Mr. Seeboeck’s Concert at 
Mall. 

The concert last evening at Fairbank Hall was 
well attended. The program consisted entirely 
ofcompositions by Mr. Seeboeck and Mr. Hei- 
mendahl. The first number was a quintet by 
Mr. Seeboeck, containing four movements, of 
which the first was decidedly the best. The 
Adagio ma non troppo is pleasing; 80 aleo the 
Scherzo and Trio. The latter has an easy mov- 
ing theme, which is cut rather too sbort, bow- 
ever. The entire last movement isof a bold 
character and was rendered with force and 
spirit. Mr. Seeboeck is entitled to considerable 
praise for the originality dispiayed in this work. 
The whole was well performed, although a lack 
of smoothness showed the need ot further re- 
bearsals. After the Quintet Miss Ettie Butler 
sang two songs by the same composer, Ik 
thou'lt be mine, and “ The Nightingale and 
the Rose. The third number consisted of 
two short pieces for string-quartets by Mr. Hei- 
mendahi, a “Canzonetta” and Valse,“ both 
pleasing, but not especially entitied to notice. 
The songs sung by Mr. Grove“ O Breathe not 
his name and “The Minstrel Boy’’—were 
given with good effect. Mr. Heimendahl's 
Quintet is evidentiy modeled upon one of 
Brahms'. It is a very difficult composition. Its 
harmonies, however, would have been better 
appreciated it they bad been somewhat clearer. 
Mr. Seeboeck played in his clear, smooth style, 
and shows that he has been a conscientious stu- 
dent. He has just completed a new comic opera, 
“The Missing Link,” which will soon be giveu 
either in this city or elsewhere, and is said to be 
full of melodic beauties.

Now, it is an explanation that 
bas not yet been offered of Mr. Gould's exhibi- 
tion of Western Union and Missouri Pacific, 
that it was made for the purpose of selling other 
stocks than those be showed. Itis well known 
in Wall street that Mr. Gould, though a brilliant 
Napoleon in consolidations, is not a good Wall 
street operator. Nothing is more certain than 
that the “spring opening was made for some 
deep purpose, and it is at least plausible that it 
was intended to belp him unload a lot of stocks 
that he had purchased under misvaiculation. 

Crop prospects we are sorry to say are not so 
good as they were. A large part of the Central 
and Southern Lilinois winter- wheat belt has been 
flooded. The seeding of spring wheat has been 
delayed by the weather, and even if a change in 
this should take place at once it would be ten 
days before the farmers could do anything.

A Party Which Senta Mave Arrived 


in the Gloaming,” bat Got There in 
a Wagon—Life ou a Big Plantation, 
and Its Novelty to a Northern Man. 

To the Editor ef The Chicago Tribune 
Garpen City PLANTATION, on the Teche, 


March 17.—We should have arrived bere in the 
gioaming, but our train was delayed by an acci- 
dent to the locomotive, so that it was quite dark 


when we were driven to the Lyon mansion 
through an avenue of live-ouks and pecans. 


The singing birds had long since tucked their 


heads under their wings, and the silence of night 
was Only broken by the drowsy bum ot insects, 


that peaceful country sound which woves the 


weary soul todreamiess sleep. But the hospita- 
ble mansion was ablaze with light, and a hearty 
Southera 
table groaning with subsataatials and delicacies, 


and adorned with sweet-smelling flowers, was 


ready spread for our delectation. It was a dia- 


ner fit for the gods, not to be deseribed but to 
be enjoyed. Its many courses held us far into 
the night; and then, after some pleasant chat, 


everybody went to bed behind the intrench- 
ment of a moSquito-net. For itis not to be de- 
nied that the mosquito of the Teche is a for- 
midable enemy, whose song is hoarse, and 
whose sword is sharp as a Damascus blade. 

The journey from New Orieaas to the Teche is 
over the Louisiana & Texas Railway—a railway 
owned exclusively by one family, the Morgans. 
The original Morgan is dead, but his heirs sur- 
vive to enjoy the benefits of his enterprise and 
his monopoly. People who wish to enjoy the 
beauties of the Teche have to pay these heirs 
five cents a mile for tne privilege. Thé country 
around the Crescent City is flat, like the neigh- 
borhood of Chicago; and on these prairie fieids 
the thrifty German cultivates vegetables for the 
city market. But soon the gardens disappear 
and give piace to the sugar-cave Geids. The 
sugar fields are interminable except as they are 
merged into swamps. Here is a village, mot 
very inviting, therea sugar-mill, with the plant- 
er's mansion and the cabins of the toiling ne- 
groes. Here is un orchard of orange-trees, 
there a grove of Hve-oaks, and in the edge of a 
Swamp some negro women idly angling for 
crayfish. So all the afternoon we rush aiong, 
staring with all our eyes at these strange 
scenes, convoyed above by flocks of buzzards, 
the scavengers of the country, lazily sailing 
through the air and watebing tor ailigutors. 
Notwitastanding itis early in seaseu and 
not extremely bot, there are plenty of alligators 
basking in che sun on lows near the railway 
track. They are sluggish reptiles, and they lie 
exposed in all their bideousness undisturbed by 
tne passing train. They subsist on air and water. 
A story is told of a 428 alligator having been 
caugbt before the War, bis jaws closed and riv- 
eted together, then turned loose, and of his 
being found after the close of the War, bis jaws 
stili looked, but grown to adult alligatoruood. 
This story is a tough one, und is not attributed 
to Darwin or any other naturalist.
